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The Secretary eeid that General de Gaulle had sent a letter tp the Preiident 
on September 25. which he thereupon read. Be aald knowledge of thie letter had 
-i Tf \~A to the Germane, Italians and Speak, at leant in a diluted form. They had 
.11 rebelled against the French idea of a tripartite world directorate. Macmil«Un 
had diaeusaed it with Adenauer, and the demons had strongly resieted this ldea>>s. 
The Italians had been nearly hysterical. The Chancellor felt that de Gaulle had 
not been frank with bin. The Secretary added that de Gaulle had raised 1hl* 
general concept with hi* on July $ and had indicated he would follow this up with 
an expansion of the thoughts he had expressed at that time. The net result of 
this Memorandum, however, had been to destroy the confidence of the Chancellor 
and to incur the antagonism of Spaak. De Gaulle had been pushing for the accept- 
ance of hie ideas and we might have sons preliminary tripartite talks here, with 
Caooia sad Unhand talking to Governor Berber or to Mr. Murphy. There was some 
truth in de Gaulls's concept that the preaent regional approach to NATO and to 
other similar organisations was insufficient. We had long recognized this and 
the Secretary himself in 19U9 had pointed out that the creation of HATO would 
leave other areas uncovered, jartiaUy as a result of this,he believedwar 
had come in Asia shortly thereafter. The Secretary added that at the NATO Heads 
of Government meeting we had proposed regional pacts should have a closer liaison 
among themselves. We have also been developing HATO consultation on general 
threats to peace. But the present set-up he recognised was not entirely adequate. 

The Secretary referred to Speak 'a Boston speech which was given after Spaak 
became aware of the de Qsnlls letter. He thought this was a good speech and was 
directed to some of de Gaulle's proposals. The Secretary added that tb» problem 
was how to disengage the elements which were worth pursuing from those which 
could not be implemented such as the concept of the tripartite world directorate,
